The fact that the board of park com- 
missioners is illegally constituted and 
that members of council have’ no au- 
thority on the board and are without a 
voice in the management of affairs is 
contained in an opinion of City Attorney 
James L. Mayson, which was given to 
Councilman William Oldknow yesterday 
morning. 

The rendition of this opinion was close- 
ly followed by the’ formal resignation of 
Councilman Oldknow from the board of 
park commissioners. Councilman Charles 
A. Wikle and Councilman A. L Curtis 
have not resigned. They take thé posi- 
tion that they cannot resign from a 
board of which they are not members. 

The dual office ordinance, approved De- 
cember 17, 1900, is responsible for this 
development in the park situation in At- 
lanta. It is upon this meaure’ that the 
city attorney bases his opinion. 

The formal opinion is as follows: 

“Hon, Willlam Oldknow, City—Dear 
Sir: As to your membership on the 
board of park commissioners, I find in 
a prior amendment to the city charter, 
namely, the one approved December !7, 
1900, and which undertakes to prevent 
the holding of dua] offices by councilmen 
or others, this language: ‘Nor shall any 
member of the general council be a 
member of any board under said city 
government except as is now provided for 
by the charter of said city.’ Under this

At least 300 Shriners were present in 
the city. They came from all over the 
state, from Athens, Cordele, Macon, 
Rome, Columbus, Elberton, Gainesville, 
Americus and all other cities and yes- 
terday they were mingling with the many 
Atlantang who wear the scimitar and 
crescent. 

According to the original plans’ the 
Shriners were to meet in their hall at 
the corner of Forsyth and Mitchell 
streets, hold a short business meeting 
there, and at 6:30 o’clock start the pa- 
rade from their hall to the Piedmont 
hotel, where they would receive the two 
guests of the evening and escort them 
back to the hall. 

The fallure of the trains to arrive as 
scheduled and the unfortunate burning 
up of the fireworks for the evening kept 
this plan from being carried out as ar- 
ranged.

COMPANY FORMED 


TO HOLD SURPLUS 


Directors of Catto Plantes Hold 
ing Company to Meet 


Will Gather in NeW Urieans March 10 
and Formulate Plans—Who the 
Directors Are—Meeting of 
Cotton Ware House Com- 
mittee Is Called. 


A meeting of the Cotton Planters’ Com- 
nffssion and Holding Company will be 
held in New Orleans on March 10 to take 
active eteps to retire from the market 
2,000,000 bales of cotton of the surplus 
of the crop of 1904, The executive com- 
mittee of the Southern Cotton Associa- 
tion believes that with 2,000,000 bales 
retired from the market the price of cot- 
ton will soon reach 10 cents per pound 
again. 

In view of the fact that many are anx- 
idus to ‘know something about the plans 
of this company which is to finance the 
Surplus of the 1904 crop, President Har- 
vie Jordan, of the Southern Cotton As- 
sociation, was asked for a statement of 
the details. There are many who are 
anxinus to know what guarantee the 
farmer will have that the syndicate com- 
pany will comply. in every respect. with 
its promise to hold this cotton for 10 
cents. . 

President Jordan said there would be 
an absolute contract between the com- 
pany and tWNe planter, but as to the de- 
tails of the company’s plans he said he 
could have nofhing to say until these 
have been formally decided upon in the 
coming meeting at New Orleans. 

President Harvie Jordan, in the follow- 
ing interesffng interview tells of the or- 
ganization of tte conipany argd gives the 
names of the board of directors: 

What the Company Will Do. 

“The executive committee of the South- 
ern Cotton Association while in session 
at New Orleans January 28, 1905, cre- 
ated the ‘Cotton Planters’ Commission 
and Holding Company.’ The object of the 
company is to pool or retire from the 
market the 2,000,000 bales of surplus of 
the 1904 crop, and to hold it until next 
October or to such time as it can be 
used by the mills at 10 cents per pound. 
This action is not to be used for specu- 
lative purposes gr to be concentrated at 
any one point until at such time as it can 

e sold and shipped direct to the spin- 
The executivé committee of the 
Cotton Association believes 
that with the surplus removed from the 
markets, 10 cents per pound can be easily 
secured to the present spot holders of 
cotton for the balanee.of the unsold crop 
needed for consumption between now 
and the let of September. It is also 
deemed best to take charge of whatever 
Surplus we make, and not permit it to 
pass into the hands of other people, 
especially when the pfice offered is below 
the cost of productigp. It is confidently 
believed that the cotton company of the 
association will be able to gecure pos- 
session of the entire surplus and that it 
will also be able to finance any part of 
the surplus upon’ which funds may be 
needed by the present owners at $25 per 
bale. 

“‘A charter under the laws of Louisiana 
has already been secured and New Or- 
leans will be made the headquarters of 
the company. Everything is now ready 
to perfect the organization of the com- 
pany and to elect its officers so that ac- 
tive work can be commenced. The suc- 
cess of the movement will largely de- 
pend upon a general reduction in the 
cotton acreage and use of commercial fer- 
tlizers this season of at least 25 per 
cent, so that the crop of 1905 will. not be 
greater than 9,000,000 bales, which added 
to the 2,000,000 bales carried over will 
not exceed the world’s demand for con- 
sumption in 1906, thereby enabling the 
growers to secure 10 cents per pound for 
the entire 11,000,000 bales. The cotton 
company is not only intended to handle 
the present surplus, but to become a 
permanent part of the work of the South- 
ern Cotton Association in protecting fu- 
ture crops from the raid of ‘bear’ specu- 
lators.

MEDICAL CORPS VACANCIES. 


Examination of Applicants in May 
and August. 

Washington, March 2.—Preliminary ex- 
aminations for appointment of assistant 
surgeons in the army will be held on 
May !| and August |, 1905, at points 
hereafter to be designated. Permission 
to appear for examination can be obtain- 
ed on application to the surgeon general 
of the army at Washington, D. C., from 
whom full information concerning the ex- 
amination can be procured. 

The essential requirements to securing 

permission are that the applicant shall 
be a citizen of the United States, shall be 
a graduate of a medical! school, legally 
authorized to confer the degree of doc- 
tor of medicine; shall be of good moral 
character, and shall have haq at least 
one year’s hospital training, or its equiv- 
alent in practice. 
' The examinations will be held concur- 
rently throughout the country at points 
where boards can be convened. In order 
to perfect all necessary arrangements for 
the examination of May |, applications 
must be complete and in possession of the 
surgeon general on or before April |, 
and for the examination of August |, on 
or before July |. Early attention is, 
therefore, enjoined on all intending appli- 
cants.

Fifteen Per Cent More Spent Than 
Students Pay In. 

New Haven, Conn., March 2,.—An 
analysis of the Income and epénse a-- 
count of Yale university appears in ‘ihe 
Yale Alumni Weekly today, which shows 
thas in cost of tuition alone there was 
paid out lasto year !5 per cent more than 
the Yale students paid in as tuition fevs.

The total amount of taxes claimed for 
the city of Augusta since 189i is $221.- 
250, making the total of taxes demanded 
for the county of Richmond and the city 
of Augusta $361,202. Add to this the 
taxes deMandeg by? the state since 1853, 
Which are $125,974, and the grand total 
which the Georgia railroad is called. on 
to pay on this Western of Alabama stock 
is $487,175.
